Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  four  weeks  of 
the  session.

parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

M'ork,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  iniblished  as  follou's : — 

In  the  Briti.sh  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amontrst 
the  records  cf  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders.  ° 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
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nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  .lays  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notice's  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.

mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a di’aw- 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  su6h  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  ether  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

^XTHEREAS  the  Fire  Hall  on  Pandora  Street,  con- 
VV  sisting  of  a portion  of  the  City  Hall,  is  not 
large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  fire  engines  and 
apjiaratus  which  it  is  necessary  to  keep  in  that 
neighbourhooil,  and  it  is  advisable  to  substitute  for 
such  Fire  Hall  a Fire  Hall  iu  the  Market  Building, 
which  building  is  of  greater  size  than  is  required  for 
market  purposes  :
